SEX SHOPPING 

A suspicious massage parlor disappears in Harrison 



Minneapolis police stopped doing 
prostitution stings after officer misdeeds. 


J ust around the corner from the Har¬ 
rison Neighborhood Association is 
a barren industrial block stacked 
with warehouses, empty lots, and 
vacant buildings. 

A couple months back, Dave Colling of 
the neighborhood association was driving 
by250 Fremont Ave. N. when a fresh mess 
of graffiti on the building caught his eye. 
The building appeared unoccupied, so he 
looked up the address to find the owner. 

To his surprise, he found ads for an Asian 
massage parlor called Five Senses. Posted 
on cryptic sites that promote prostitution 
services like RubMaps, AdultLook, and 
EscortFish, the ads came embellished with 
stock photos of scantily clad Asian women 
posing on beds. 

Colling contacted the city and learned 
there was no license on record for such a 
massage business, another red flag. 

“It’s not like there would have been resi¬ 
dents around there who would be keeping 


an eye on it. I’m sure it’s a great place to 
do business,” he said. “They were kind of 
out of the way.” 

Soon, city inspector Kris Stichter went 
knocking on the door and found what 
looked like a spare massage business with a 
greeting desk in front, as well as a series of 
individual rooms with their doors closed. 
Stichter spoke to just one woman at the 
front desk, who said there were one or two 
massages under way. 

The inspector says she simply informed 
the woman that the business was unlicensed, 
and couldn’t be operating. Stichter plac¬ 
arded the storefront with an orange sticker 
declaring Five Senses closed in violation of 
city ordinance, and considered the matter 
closed. There was no inspection report. 

That was July 15. Since then, Stichter 
says she hasn’t noticed anything going on 
at 250 Fremont Ave. N. She didn’t contact 
police. The city’s order was administrative, 
not criminal. 

“Sometimes you just placard it and if 
they’re gone, they’re gone,” she said. 

But neighbors aren’t satisfied. Colling 
hasn’t heard back from anybody about what 
happened, or if there will be a follow-up 
investigation into possible sex trafficking. 


“We don’t know what happened to the 
people who work in there,” he said. ‘We’re 
all just kind of sitting around and no one’s 
telling us an 3 l;hing, how long it’s been hap¬ 
pening in our neighborhood.” 

In 2015, then- Chief Janee Harteau halted 
undercover investigations after three pros¬ 
titution cases were thrown out because 
officers accepted handjobs from female 
masseuses before initiating arrests. The 
city decided to rely on business licensing 
to chase away illegal massage parlors. 

The building is owned by Lloyd’s Con¬ 
struction Services in Savage and used to 
store scrap. Jim Lloyd said he bought 
the building last year, inheriting a tenant 
who—as far as he knew—ran a “wellness 
center” that would sell natural herbs and 
do acupuncture. 

It wasn’t until he saw the city’s sticker 
thathe realized that the tenant, ChungHan, 
didn’t actually have a license. 

“I was definitely surprised,” Lloyd said. 
‘When we bought the property, they were 
in there for three years before that, I believe. 
We just acquired this lease, and it expires 
soon, and I do not intend on renewing.” 

Han did not respond for comment.

Mr, Town Hall 

What Congress could learn from 

St. Cloud Mayor Dave Kleis, man of the people 


W hen Dave Kleis ran for mayor 
of St. Cloud in2005, he made 
just two promises to voters. 
First, he would find a 
way to bring back paddle boats to Lake 
George, a popular recreation squeezed 
out in city budget cuts. Second, he would 
hold at least one town hall meeting, open 
to everyone, every week. 

Kleis, then a Republican state senator, 
won the election that November, and soon 
lured a private business to get paddle boats 
back on the water. 

That second promise, the one about 
town halls, he’s still working on: This 
week, nine months into his fourth term 
as mayor, Kleis held his 613th face-to-face 
meeting with the public. 

He still remembers his first. The week 
he was sworn in Kleis invited anyone and 
everyone to meet him at a Perkins. “There 
is no more comfort-food place than Per¬ 
kins,” he says. “I always think it’s better 
to have dialogue over food. That’s how I 
grew up. There were nine of us kids, a big 
family. My mom and dad pretty much had 
their own town hall meetings!” 

Since that first chat, Kleis has convened 
town halls next to controversial develop¬ 
ment proposals, on a moving city bus, on 
his front lawn, in people’s homes, and at bar 
closing time in downtown St. Cloud. One 
time he staged a “24-hour town hall,” and 
made himself available for every minute 
of an entire day. 

Did people show up in the middle of 
the night? 

“I did have someone come at 3 a.m.,” 
Kleis says. “Just one gentleman who said 


he just came to see if I was there.” 

For 12 years, Kleis has always been 
there. “The man is ever 5 rwhere, and I 
think you’ll hear that from everybody,” 
says King Banaian, dean of the public 
affairs school at St. Cloud State University. 
Back when Banaian served as a Republican 
representing St. Cloud in the Minnesota 
House, he attended a few of Kleis’ town 
halls. If just two people showed up, the 
mayor listened intently, and made them 
feel like nothing was more important than 
hearing from them. 

“Real things happen from them,” Bana¬ 
ian says. “[Kleis] will say to someone, ‘Let 
me take down your number, someone from 
my office will call you, and we’ll get to the 
bottom of this.’” 

Kleis recalls being invited to a cul de 
sac for a meeting, where neighbors told 
him about a nearby house that was being 
illegally rented out. Kleis’ office looked 
into it and found several houses similarly 
skirting city regulations. One turned out 
to be a meth lab. The city rewrote an ordi¬ 
nance, Kleis says, and has “cleaned up 
three or four” such properties. 

“Without that [town hall], those people 
who invited me, they might have just given 
up, maybe moved out of the neighbor¬ 
hood,” Kleis says. 

Kleis also does a weekly appearance on 
a call-in radio show, so people can speak 
anon 3 miously, but he prefers face-to-face. 
That’s why he invites seven random people 
once a month to his home, where he makes 
them dinner. 

This commitment to access has led to 
victories that would be the envy of dic¬ 


tators: Kleis has run unopposed in three 
straight elections, and last year got 97 
percent of the vote. 

City Council member Carol Lewis 
says some of his popularity stems from 
his calm, competent steering of the city 
through the recession, which came dur¬ 
ing his first term. 

Councilmember John Libert has another 
theory. Mayor “can be a thankless job,” 
he says. Who’d want to do it if you had 
to follow Dave Kleis? 

“To be out there and involved as Dave 
is, he’s actually made the job even more 
difficult,” Libert says. “If someone else 
became mayor, and started backing off 
from communication and openness, then 
the citizens are going to back off—from 
you.” 

Not all town halls are breezy. In 2010, 
when a man was arrested for hanging 
racist, anti-Muslim cartoons in public 
spaces, 500 people packed City Hall for 
an emotional meeting. Last year, after a 
Muslim man stabbed nine random people 
at the Crossroads Mall, Kleis went back 
to his comfort-food theory, and invited 
everyone to a restaurant. 

He cannot solve everyone’s problems, 
and often has to admit that. Usually, he 
finds they understand. Sometimes they 
just want to vent, to know they’re being 
heard. If they’re still unhappy at the end 
of the meeting, they know Kleis will be 
back next week. 

That’s what he would say to the many 
politicians who treat their own constituents 
like bug-eyed townies wielding pitchforks. 
If you have town halls all the time, people

get used to you. They trust you, even when 
they disagree with you. 

If you never meet with the people, their 
issues, their frustration, and their suspicion 
build up over time—and explode. 

“My advice is to have that access as 
often as one can,” Kleis says. “It really 
creates the dialogue. Think about it. Do 
you have a conversation with your fam¬ 
ily once a month? Or every night at the 
dinner table?” 

That’s a rare image, envisioning a politi¬ 
cian who seems just like family. Certainly 
not what comes to mind for GOP Con¬ 
gressmen Erik Paulsen and Jason Lewis, 
who hide from all but the friendliest of 
“crowds” in their districts. Or, for that 
matter, Minneapolis Mayor Betsy Hodges, 
whose most compelling moments have 
been Facebook posts. 

One person interviewed for this column 
wondered if St. Cloud’s mayor was even 
an interesting subject. “If you’re looking 
for dirt on Dave Kleis,” the source said, 
“you’re not going to find it.” 

Ask yourself: When’s the last time you 
thought that about a politician? 03

C harlie Parr is under siege. 

His enemies: depression 
and suicidal thoughts. The 
roots musician has been 
battling these forces since 
his teens, but a resurgence 
over the past few years has tested his will 
to live. 

Parr is no quitter. The lifelong Minne¬ 
sotan has been making music for 42 years. 
He’s released 13 albums and built a fervent 
fan base at home and abroad, including 
seven tours in Australia and a dozen in 
Ireland. He played 272 road shows in 2016 
alone. But his biggest achievement might 
be staying alive. That Parr is here, drink¬ 
ing coffee on a sunny Saturday afternoon 
at a hilltop farm-to-table restaurant in 
Duluth, is a testament to his endurance. 

‘Tt affects ever 5 Thingthat I do, all day, 
every day—and all night,” the somber and 
soft-spoken musician says of the depres¬ 
sion, which manifests in night terrors, 
blurry vision, clumsiness, an inability 
to concentrate, and a loss of interest in 
ever 5 Thing. In the midst of an episode, 
he avoids people and conversation. He 
feels anxious, fidgety and distracted. He 
doesn’t want to listen to music, but silence 
isn’t any solace either. His clothes don’t 
fit right. His bed isn’t comfortable. He 
can’t play guitar with the staccato attack 
he’s known for. 

‘‘Depression’s really hard for me to 
describe because it doesn’t make any 
sense,” he says. “It’s like describing col¬ 
ors or music—you either have to listen 
to it or see it.” 

With his feral hair, peppery beard, and 
wide, wrinkled forehead, Parr appears 
weathered beyond his 50 years. A flannel 
shirt and blue jeans dangle from his wiry 
frame. Gold-rimmed glasses encircle kind 
blue eyes. The rare smile reveals a gap 
between his two front teeth. 

Our server, who knows Parr by name, 
pours him cup after cup of black coffee. 
We’ve convened in a bookshelf-lined booth 
at the bustling Sara’s Table to talk about his 
14th album. Dog, out September 8 on Red 
House Records. From the plucky, sparse 
“Sometimes I’m Alright” (Sometimes Fm 
alright/Another time it’s hard to tell/Like 
finding light/In the bottom of the darkest 
well) to the mournful “Salt Water” (Salt 
water, up to my door/There’s no one else 
home/I’m here all alone/Salt water under 
the eaves/ There’s no relief/And I can’t 
leave), depression is all over this album. 

Depression has haunted Parr for 
decades. He attempted suicide as a teen 
and was hospitalized four times between 
the ages of 13 and 15. After stints in long¬ 
term, lockdown psychiatric care, he had to 
face his peers, who met him with questions 
like: “Where were you?” “What happened 
to you?” “Are you crazy?” 

Though his parents didn’t really under¬ 
stand what was happening to their son.

‘'they made no judgment about it,” Parr 
says. “They did everything they could to 
help. It was a clean support, which I’m 
alive because of.” 

But the current depression is unprec¬ 
edented in intensity. In his youth, it came in 
waves and would eventually ebb. Now, he 
says, “It’s deeper. It feels more enduring.” 

P arr was born in 1967 in Austin, Min¬ 
nesota, to meatpacking parents who 
lived paycheck to paycheck. A latch¬ 
key kid, he got into his share of trouble. 
He tried to tunnel under the house and 
once doused his Lincoln Log town with 
lighter fluid and set it on fire. 

Music was a constant presence in his 
home. His father had a “shambolic” record 
collection of old country, folk, and acoustic 
blues, while Parr’s sister exposed him to 
more contemporary music—the Beatles, 
the Grateful Dead. “I loved it all,” he says. 
“I listened to music all the time. I got into 
it really early.” 

When Parr was 8 years old, his father 
bought him a guitar, and he became con¬ 
sumed with replicating songs by artists like 
Lightnin’ Hopkins and Woody Guthrie. He 
also frequented the Austin public library, 
which housed what he calls “the biggest 
collection of odd folk records,” where he 
checked out Harry Smith’s Anthology of 
AmericanFolkMusic and albums by Charley 
Patton, then tried to learn the tunes by ear. 
While he had friends, Parr felt lonely in 
his passion for music of a different era. “I 
had no problem with dropping everything 
and riding my bike home and playing the 
guitar,” he says. 

In ninth grade, Parr started skipping 
school and got into “stupid things” like 
drinking and cars. He even ended up 
in jail. (“It’s easy to get picked up if you 
walk down the street intoxicated and pee 
on something—suddenly you’re in jail.”) 
Graduating high school was not among his 
priorities. “I figured I didn’t have much to 
offer, so there was no point in tr 5 dng,” he 
says. He dropped out and assumed he’d 


always be a drifter. 

But at a therapist’s urging, he began 
studying for his GED during night shifts 
at a filling station, and he scored unex¬ 
pectedly high on the test. “My ego brain 
kicked in and I thought, T should go to 
college. I could easily be the next Friedrich 
Nietzsche.’” 


S o Parr moved to the West Bank in 
Minneapolis, where he enrolled 
in—and dropped out of—classes at 
a variety of colleges, eventually earning 
a B.A. in philosophy from Augsburg Col¬ 
lege in 1992. 

“Instead of doing something smart, like 
getting some kind of trade, I did the stu¬ 
pidest thing and took liberal arts classes 
for philosophy, which, I think, helped 
me in a personal way, but I was unem¬ 
ployable when I was 20,” he says. “I had 
no self-discipline. I still don’t. I’m not a 
multitasker. I’m very much a unitasker. I 
can do one thing, I get obsessed with that 
one thing, and that’s what I want to do.” 

Parr moved to a rooming house behind 
the Mixed Blood Theatre, and found him¬ 
self right around the corner from people 
pla 5 dng the music he had listened to all his 
life. On Thursdays, he walked downtown 
to see Dave Ray or Tony Glover at the 
Times Bar. On Fridays, he’d cram into the 
400 Bar for Willie Murphy. On Saturdays, 
he’d haunt the Riverside Cafe. On Sundays, 
he’d hit the Viking Bar, where Spider John 
Koerner played. “Td take it all in, then go 
home and try to play,” Parr says. 

After working a series of menial jobs, 
Parr finally found meaningful employ¬ 
ment in 1992 as an outreach worker for the 
Salvation Army. He befriended homeless 
people on the street and provided basic 
needs: a pair of socks, a blanket, a cup of 
coffee, a hot meal, a friendly conversation. 

“I loved talking to them,” Parr says. 
“They were super, super smart. They 
were incredibly resilient, inventive people, 
fascinating people—musicians, thinkers, 
readers—who had fallen accidentally into 
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these horrible times and then become 
enmeshed in this ball of crap.” 

Though Parr adored outreach, he didn’t 
have the ambition to climb the social ser¬ 
vices career ladder. Paperwork and confer¬ 
ences were not his strong suits. ‘T loved 
the act of giving food to someone who 
was hungry, but I didn’t have the talent 
to do an 3 Thing more than that,” he says. 

Parr met fellow musician Mikkel Beck- 
men while making sandwiches for his 
clients at a shelter, and they discussed 
joining forces as aBukka White and Wash¬ 
board Sam-style duo. One day, passing the 
Steeple People thrift store on Lyndale, 
Parr saw a $12 washboard hanging in the 
window. He bought it for Beckmen and 
they’ve been playing together ever since. 

“A songwriter is a nosy person in some 
ways, someone who’s curious about the 
human condition,” Beckmen says of Parr. 
“You get the sense that he’s genuinely 
interested in you and genuinely appre¬ 
ciative in having met you. I think that 
comes across as well as genuine curiosity 
and continued wonderment at all parts 
of life, whether they’re the tough parts 
or the sorrowful parts or the challenging 
parts, but also the quirky, small things that 
happen in a day that are so interesting or 
fascinating.” 

ongwriting, to me, before 1995 
was a mysterious thing,” Parr 
says. “I thought, ‘How do you 
even do that? I can’t even write a poem. 
I’m not a writer. I’m just a dude, just a 
loser, walking around.’” 

That all changed after Parr’s father died 
from lung cancer. “He went from being 
this robust, big, muscular dude to being 
tiny,” he says, the sadness still audible 
in his voice. “It was a grinding, horrible 
process, six months maybe, from the time 
we found out to the time that he died.” 

Parr turned to songwriting to deal with 
that loss. “It affected me in this really 
visceral, terrifying way,” he says. “Song¬ 
writing, for me, got connected to grief

and pain. There’s no point writing about 
happy things.” 

Parr drew his earliest lyrics from the 
stories his father had told him of his life; 
his melodies were inspired by the music 
his father had exposed him to. “So I’m 
writing songs from the perspective of 1931, 
which came out completely different than 
the people I was around who were writ¬ 
ing more contemporary-sounding songs 
because they were listening to more con¬ 
temporary music,” he says. Little did he 
know how popular his anachronistic style, 
this sonic relic reborn, would become. 

“[My father] just wanted me to do the 
thing that moved my heart the most, 
which is what I’m doing, and he never 
got to see it.” 

In 1999, seeking a lower cost of living, 
Parr moved to Duluth. As he had in Min¬ 
neapolis, he worked with the homeless 
and played weekly gigs around town. “I 
didn’t have the fire to do much more than 
that,” he says. In 2001, at the behest of 
Mark Lindquist, founder of Shaky Ray 
Records, Parr recorded his first album. 
Criminals and Sinners, in Lindquist’s 
basement studio. 

Alan Sparhawk of Low got word of the 
album and went to see Parr play at Fitger’s 
Brewhouse in Duluth. “The music he was 
la 5 dng out for the dozens of dancing revel¬ 
ers was immediate, primal, and soulful,” 
Sparhawk says. “I could tell he had spent 
the time to really become the music. Only 
time spent makes that happen. Only real 
love and devotion.” 

The two musicians became fast friends, 
and the following year, Sparhawk asked 
Parr to open for the Black-Eyed Snakes 
on tour in the British Isles. The tour 
concluded two weeks later. “They left 
me off in London in Kings Cross,” Parr 
recalls. “Not really understanding how 
big London was, I walked to the venue 
where I was supposed to play that night. 
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It took me most of the entire day. I must 
have looked like an idiot. I had a guitar 
strapped to my back and a backpack over 
my shoulder and I had my little Let’s Go 
London book.” 

Back in Duluth, opportunities to play 
continually arose for Parr, and he hasn’t 
held a day job since. But even musicians 
have occupational hazards. In 2006, Parr 
was diagnosed with focal dystonia, a neuro¬ 
logical condition that hampered his ability 
to play the guitar. “It’s like repetitive stress 
S 5 mdrome for your brain. There’s nothing 
you can do. There’s no pill. There’s no 
surgery,” he says. 

The specialist he consulted recom¬ 
mended that Parr give up the guitar for 
six months to a year. That wasn’t an option 
for someone who considers music his “life 
support.” Instead, Parr altered his picking 
style, relying on his thumb and pointer 
finger. “It’s like you have a ham instead 
of a hand and you’re just slapping stuff 
with it,” he says of his “deformity.” 

The diagnosis was a wake-up call. Parr 
realized his lifestyle up until then had been 
“irresponsible.” Inspired in part by friend 
and engineer Tom Herbers’ success with 
defeating depression through meditation, 
yoga, and diet, Parr went vegan and cut 
back on drinking. Within two weeks, he 
felt “weirdly good.” 

Parr now tours with a cooler and col¬ 
lects leftover food from the venues he 
plays in. He wraps the grub up in tortillas 
and tinfoil and heats it on the engine of 
his van while driving to the next stop. It’s 
just one of the ways he saves money on 
tour. His van is outfitted with a bed in the 
back. He can—and does—sleep an 5 Avhere, 
from rest stops to state parks. 

I t’s raining in Minneapolis, and Parr’s 
sold-out show at the Mill City Museum 
has been moved indoors beneath a 
grain-themed ceiling. The air is stagnant 
and thick with the aroma of fried food. 
Dressed in a well-worn T-shirt and baggy 
jeans, Parr squints at the floor from his seat 
onstage. “This is the very first time I’ve 
written a set list in my life,” he says into 
the mic. It’s a courtesy for his bassist, Liz 
Draper, with whom he’s never played as 
a duo before. Parr 
doesn’t exactly 
stick to it, but 
Draper keeps up. 

“With Charlie, 
it’s kind of all a 
blur,” she tells 
me later. Parr’s 
off-the-cuff style 
“sure keeps it 
interesting,” she says. “I don’t want to say 
it makes it hard, but it definitely keeps you 
on your toes.” 

Parr folds his body over the guitar and 
launches into “HoBo” with lightning-fast 
fingers and a surgeon’s concentration. His 


cricket-like legs jitter up and down as he 
sings: 

Won’t somebody tell me what I’m doing 
here? 

Won’t somebody tell me where I’m going? 

Won’t somebody spend a blank minute 
on me? 

Pray for a hobo who’s gone wrong 

Flannel and 
beards abound 
amongthe audi¬ 
ence members. 
They range 
from 20-some- 
thing hipsters 
to gray-haired 
baby boomers, 
and with polite 
Minnesotan restraint, they absorb the 
music attentively, tap their sneakered and 
sandaled feet to the beat, and occasionally 
add a shoulder sway. 

Between songs, Parr inspires laughs with 
his deadpan humor. “This is a folk song. It’s 


terrifying and sad,” he warns before break¬ 
ing into “Old Dog Blue.” As comfortable 
as if he were shooting the shit with an old 
friend at his kitchen table, he shares stories 
from his family life: the horrified reaction 
when his son, a Thomas the Tank Engine 
fan, saw a real train for the first time (“It 
has no face!”) and how his dog was “acting” 
in a production oiLegally Blonde. 

Parr tells the audience he hasn’t been 
home in five weeks. “Time no longer exists,” 
he says. “I’m in a crazy place right now.” He 
recounts his West Coast travels, from visit¬ 
ing Watts Tower in Los Angeles to sleeping 
beside Devils Tower in Wyoming. He shares 
how a Canadian border agent confiscated 
an apple and an avocado from him. 

For two hours, Parr plays tirelessly, 
switching between a Resonator and a 
12-string guitar while Draper alternates 
between upright and electric basses. 
When the crowd is sufficiently liquored 
up, a couple kisses and intermittent whoots 
erupt, and a request for “Badger” echoes

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through the room. 

At intermission, fans line up, eager to 
chat and get their records autographed. 
A pair of young men with flat sheaths of 
waist-length hair return to their seats alight, 
blowing on the spots where Parr scrawled 
his name across their records. “I always 
make sure to tell people. Writing on the 
records diminishes their resale value.’ But 
they still want it,” he says. When I sug¬ 
gest he’s humble, he denies it. “I’m pretty 
egotistical. I believe I belong onstage,” he 
says. “To be a musician, you have to have a 
pretty healthy ego because you are putting 
stuff out into the world that is so personal.” 


T o see Parr on stage, you’d never 
realize how relentlessly depres¬ 
sion stalks him. But at times it even 
overtakes him on tour, and he’s got a tricky 
choice: disclose what he struggles with or 
fudge the truth. “The promoter’s there and 
she has a smile on her face and she’s happy 
to see you and you can’t function. And it’s 
hard to say what it is that’s happening,” 
he explains. “Sometimes people—well- 
meaning people—really want to help you. 
They give you suggestions and it’s fine, 
it’s nice, but depression isn’t sadness. It’s 
not a lack of happiness. It’s a thing. It’d 
be easier to say, T have the flu today.’” 

The flu is too gentle a metaphor. Depres¬ 
sion is more like cancer: formidable, insidi¬ 
ous, and life-threatening. And depression 
isn’t the worst of it—the suicidal urge is. “I 
don’t hate much, but that impulse I hate,” he 
says. “It comes out of nowhere. It feels like 
when you’re really weak, that thing shows 
up and you feel very unstable and unsafe.” 

At those times, he feels camaraderie 
with the depression. “Depression and I 
are trying to survive. Suicide doesn’t want 
that,” he says. When self-harm entices him, 
he uses distraction. He has outsmarted 
suicide by locking himself out of his van 
and exiting rooms when open windows 
tempted him. “It’s all you can do to run 
away from it,” he says. “It’s fight or flight. 
And it’s that serious.”

Parr’s life is hardly devoid of pleasure. 
He’s grateful that he gets to play the guitar 
every day, do shows, take walks, ride his 
bike, parent his 10-year-old daughter and 
16-year-old son, of whom he says he is “a 
massive fan.” He uses tools like mindfulness, 
exercise, and diet to mitigate the depression. 
While he has never been “med compliant,” 
he does therapy sporadically. 

And of course, he makes music. Though 
depression forced Parr to cancel three 
recording sessions of Dog, the album is 
finally finding its way to listeners. Playing 
the songs before audiences has already 
proved cathartic. Despite the tunes’ grim 
roots, “they don’t mean what they did any¬ 
more. They’ve already morphed,” he says. 
While the l 5 n*ics are heavy, the music isn’t 
resigned; there’s a momentum to his picking 
style that evokes perseverance. 

“On this album, he has come up against— 
like we all do—the fact that we are creatures 
who are part of time and that time runs out 
eventually,” Beckmen says. ‘We age, we get 
older, we have experiences, things happen 
to us that become a part of who we are. 
There’s a profound sense that sometimes 
life can get very scary, very sorrowful, and 
yet, there’s a way out, a way forward.” 

Parr himself seems more concerned with 
finding the way forward than the way out— 
he considers his depression permanent. 
And so, though he was hesitant to make 
his battle with depression public, he felt 
the need to unburden himself of his secret. 
“I don’t want to live a disingenuous life,” 
he says. “I want to live a life where I’m 
not ashamed.” 

Depression, Parr says, has added a “weird 
note of depth and meaning” to his life. “I’ve 
been blessed with continual life-changing 
experiences every day.” Reflecting on our 
conversation, he adds, “Maybe this will be 
one of them.”

The story behind Ann Kim’s fabulous viral ‘fuck fear’ tweet

THE RESTAURANT PROJECT 


nn Kim was just settling in for 
bed last Tuesday night after 
another long day. 

Almost every day is a long 
one now for Kim. But she likes this 
version of her life better than the one 
she had before. And much better than 
the one she almost had. 

For reasons beyond her, Kim’s mind 
drifted back to the days when she was 
a successful but unfulfilled Twin Cities 
stage actress, and working for the 
Hennepin Theatre Trust. What she 
really wanted, she had started telling 
people back around 2008, was to open 
a restaurant. 

Everyone tried talking her out of it. 
They had a point: Kim had never cooked 
professionally, never even worked in 
a restaurant, and was not a business 
owner. And didn’t she know how many 
restaurants go under right away? 

They talked Kim out of chasing 
her dream. But she wouldn’t give 
up altogether, and shifted her sights 
downward, toward something safer: She 
and her then-bo 3 df iend, Conrad Leifur, 
started hunting for a chain restaurant 
they could franchise. 

They learned that a Jimmy John’s 
in suburban Cottage Grove was for 
sale. That, Kim reasoned, would be a 
good way to ‘Test out the waters” in 
the restaurant business. 

She and Leifur would run the day- 
to-day operations, but the logistics, the 
recipes, and the reputation would all 
be handled by Jimmy John’s, whose 
sandwiches Kim happened to like. 
(“This was before I knew about how 
the CEO likes to huntbiggame animals,” 
Kim says now.) They got a copy of the 
franchising contract from the company, 
and Kim’s brother-in-law connected 
her with an attorney who works with 
restaurant owners. 

Kim met the lawyer at a Starbuck’s. 
Instead of just reading the paperwork’s 
fine print, the attorney asked Kim what 
she envisioned for herself. As she tried 
answering, Kim found that she was 
talking less and less about running a chain 
sandwich shop, and more and more about 


the “great neighborhood pizzeria” she’d 
dreamed about. 

Kim did not expect the attorney’s reply. 

“I would like to get your business, and 
make some money,” he told Kim, as she 
recalls. “But I don’t think it’s right. My 
advice to you is not to open this [Jimmy 
John’s].” 

The attorney told Kim she should instead 


start her own restaurant. Kim was taken 
aback. This guy who didn’t even know her 
was giving her advice on a major decision 
in her career, her life. 

She was also pretty sure he was right. 
Within weeks, she and Leifur (whom she 
later married) were in the market for a 
space to open a restaurant. Kim’s vision was 
clear: a pizza joint that paid attention to 


the dough, and tasted like the stuff she’d 
eaten when she lived in New York. No 
pasta, no burgers, no deep-fryer. Some 
vegetables, a few salads, soft-serve ice 
cream and cookies for dessert. 

Eventually, they found their location 
in southwest Minneapolis, just off the 
border of Edina. At that time, with the 
recession still very much in effect, banks 
weren’t handing out loans to first-time 
restaurateurs. So they maxed out credit 
cards and whittled down their savings, 
making a big bet on good pizza, and 
on themselves. Pizzeria Lola opened 
in November 2010. 

People showed up, and crowds grew 
by word of mouth and good write-ups 
in local press. Then Guy Fieri’s Diners, 
Drive-Ins, and Dives filmed an episode 
there. On the first day of lunch service 
after the show aired, people lined up 
outside Lola waiting for the doors to 
open. 

Two years later Kim and Leifur 
opened Hello Pizza in Edina. Last 
November they embarked on their most 
ambitious project yet, the cavernous 
Young Joni (and its stylish little “back 
bar” down the alley) in northeast 
Minneapolis. Overnight, the restaurant 
was heralded as one of the city’s best 
new restaurants in years. In February, 
Kim was named a semifinalist for the 
prestigious James Beard awards. 

Kim and Leifur employ 170 people 
now, and feed thousands of Twin Cities 
diners every week. Couples who took 
their babies into the photo booth at 
Lola when it opened are coming back 
to take pictures with seven-year-olds. 

It was all of this, this whirlwind 
that’s changed Kim’s life and the lives 
of many others, that was on her mind 
that Tuesday night. Kim felt compelled 
to do something she doesn’t do that often. 
She wrote a tweet: 

“8 years ago I almost bought a Jimmy 
Johns franchise in Cottage Grove b/ciwas 
afraid to open my own restaurant. Fuck 
fear. Lesson learned.” 

She was initially shocked by the 
outpouring of reaction. Within a couple 
of days, Kim’s tweet had been liked by 
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more than 300 people, about 40 percent of 
the total number who follow her sporadic 
account. 

‘‘I tweet, like, five times a month,” she 
says. “And I’ll get an average of maybe two 
dikes.’ Twitter, to me, is the one social 
network I don’t think I understand.” 

Regardless, this tweet took on a life 
of its own, eventually popping up on 
Reddit’s r/GetMotivated thread, where 
hundreds of people have commented. 
Kim admits she doesn’t even know what 
Reddit is. (She pronounced it “Reed-it.”) 
But despite her surprise, she thinks she 
gets why this message resonated with 
so many people. 

“Unfortunately, a lot of our decisions 
we make in life are based in fear,” she says. 
“I think the story’s resonating because a 
lot of people look at the choices they’re 
making. And they’re looking for courage 
to break out, and do something goddamn 
authentic.” 

If they find that courage in Kim’s success 
story, she’s all for it. 

What would Kim’s life be like if she’d 
ignored the lawyer’s advice, or met with 
someone else, and opened a Jimmy 
John’s in Cottage Grove? She’s never even 
considered the possibility, but suspects 
she would’ve hated it. And then done 
something different. 

“You can always change your path,” 
Kim says. “Tm an immigrant; my parents 
moved to this country in 1977. They came 
here because you can make choices, and 
change paths, and my parents didn’t think 
they could [in Korea]. I’ve been given this 
opportunity, and I’m going to take it, and 
I’ll be damned if I’m going to let fear get 
in my way. 

“If you don’t like your path, then change 
it. I’ve reinvented myself multiple times 
now. Who knows? Ten years from now, 
I might do it again.” 

And best of luck if she does, not that 
the unstoppable Ann Kim needs it. 

Just one thing though, Ann, if you do 
decide to take another risk? For our sake? 
Keep the restaurants open. 03

inquired about De Roma and the $500 he 
gave to the white nationalist’s U.S. Senate 
campaign last October. A staff meeting 
was called to inform employees of the 
news on Monday, and some immediately 
decided they couldn’t work another shift 
at the popular Minneapolis bar. 

Rob Callahan, a writer and events host 
who’s run a weekly trivia night at Club 
J’Ager for nine years, says when he was 
called in on short notice for the Monday 
meeting, he assumed the bar was termi¬ 
nating his contract. Instead Callahan says 
he found almost the full roster of J'^ger 
employees reeling from the news. 

“Half the people were in tears,” Calla¬ 
han says, “and the other half were pretty 
much punching walls.” 

Subsequent news reports spread the 
word about De Roma, who also owns 
numerous properties in Uptown Min¬ 
neapolis. Callahan says staff reported 
receiving threatening messages, and one 
server told of being recognized, pursued 
on the street, taunted as a “Nazi,” and 
spit at. The bar’s phone line was flooded 
with calls and voice messages disparaging 
both owner and employees. 

On Wednesday, management decided to 
open the bar one last night, then close it for 
good. On Thursday, employees, family, and 
a handful of longtime regulars gathered 
at J'^ger around 4 o’clock, Callahan says. 
Leftover food was collected for delivery 
to charity. Some people hugged, some 
cried, others gave farewell speeches. At 
midnight the non-employees left, and 
staffers stayed behind to close down the 
bar together one last night. 

No one mentioned De Roma’s name 
throughout the night, not that Callahan 
heard, and he says he’s not aware of anyone 
being in contact with the owner this week. 
City Pages’ attempts to reach De Roma 
have been unsuccessful. On Tuesday, 
when WCCO showed up on the owner’s 
doorstep, De Roma described his dona¬ 
tion to Duke as a matter of “free speech,” 
which was being “blown up beyond what 
it should be.” 

Employees started looking for other 
work as soon as they learned of De 
Roma’s political connection, knowing 
both that the bar might not survive the 
controversy, and they didn’t want to work 
there if it did. 

“As far as I know, no one’s secured 
another job yet, though I heard there 
have been businesses reaching out,” 
says Callahan. “I would say that, to any 
businesses out there in town who need 
servers, bartenders, and cooks, and bar 
management, and want to hire people 
who said ‘No’ to working for a known 
racist, they should put the word out.”

For the Iranian-born artist Nairy 
Baghramian, the human body is both 
inspiration and a site for disruption, 
manipulation, and intervention.

Crown Heights is the tragic, true story of a wrongfully convicted man

A bout halfway through Crown 
Heights, a careless attorney 
rattles off a smarmy-but-true 
sales pitch: The system doesn’t 
work for people who can’t afford to defend 
themselves. 

In the case of Colin Warner, that’s only 
part of the infuriating true story. 

This American Life fans may already 
know the tale: In 1980, Warner, an 18-year- 
old Trinidadian immigrant living in Brook¬ 
lyn, was arrested for a homicide he did not 
commit. After two years in jail awaiting 
trial, he was convicted of murder in the 
second degree and sentenced to 15 years 
to life in prison. 

Crown Heights doesn’t show us much 
of Warner’s life before his ordeal—he’s 
nabbed by a couple of crooked cops less 
than seven minutes into the movie—but our 
brief glimpses position Warner (Lakeith 


Stanfield) as an imperfect kid. There’s no 
rose-tinting: He’s shown stealing a car prior 
to his arrest. Though the moment passes 
without much to-do, it’s an important 
scene to include for how closely it tracks 
with contemporary events. 

There are those among us who seem to 
lose all empathy the instant they learn of 
a victim’s past transgressions, no matter 
how small. (Eric Garner, Sandra Bland, and 
Philando Castile come to mind.) The car 
theft, in tandem with Warner’s unrelated 
tribulations, not only gives us a nuanced 
character portrayal but also challenges 
the aforementioned mindset. 

Warner spends years in prison, his only 
hope for freedom riding on his friend Carl 
‘"K.C.” King (Nnamdi Asomugha), who 
takes it upon himself to raise money for 
Warner’s legal expenses. 

When King finally has enough money 
to hire a lawyer, the one he finds proves 
to be incompetent and unprepared, blow¬ 


ing Warner’s appeal and taking off with 
the money. King soldiers on, playing part 
lawyer, part detective, exploring all pos¬ 
sible means of getting his friend out of 
prison to the detriment of his own mar¬ 
riage and personal finances. The movie is 
as much about King as it is about Warner, 
and the saga itself is a testament to the 
perseverance that can bloom out of a true 
friendship. 

While it’s an amazing story, its drama¬ 
tization does lack some punch. Stanfield 
plays Warner with a sombemess that pow¬ 
erfully relates the sense of hopelessness he 
must have felt, and Asomugha is equally 
strong in his reserved tenacity. But the film 
as a whole never coalesces into an 5 Thing 
transcendent, dragging often. This could 
be the inherent tedium of the whole case, 
as year upon year—21 in total—passes with 
Warner wrongfully rotting in a cell. That 
said, there’s so much meat to Warner’s 
story, so much wrong, we get the sense it

would have been better suited to a docu¬ 
mentary format. 

In lieu of that. Crown Heights is worth 
seeing for its position in a broader context. 
Warner’s horror is one that resonates with 
us because it’s presented on a personal 
level, as a one-off story. But the film’s most 
sobering moment comes in the coda, when 
it reveals that of the 2.4 million prisoners 
in the United States, an estimated 120,000 
are innocent. 

There’s no Shawshankmn catharsis 
here. Warner won his freedom, but it’s 
not really a victory. He lost two decades 
of his life, and the American legal system 
is broken. Crown Heights may not have 
the answers, but it certainly provokes the 
search for some. 03

Mary Shabatura is behind the spotlight of 
top Twin Cities productions

ighting designers see the world 
in a particular way. 

“There’s an amber light hit¬ 
ting your face/’ says Mary Sha¬ 
batura, during an evening interview at 
a table outside of a Hennepin Avenue 
coffee shop. “There’s a light that’s back¬ 
lighting you in white, and there’s this 
glow.” She gestures at a red neon light 
in the window. 

Just a few years out of college, Sha¬ 
batura is among the Twin Cities’ busiest 
lighting designers, working with a wide 
range of companies here and elsewhere. 
She’s the resident designer at Dark & 
Stormy Productions, where she lit the 
current production of Fool for Love, and 
she’s illuminated stages at venues such 
as the Guthrie and the Ritz. 

“I don’t want to be on stage,” she 
remembers thinking in middle school. 
“I want to run that spotlight.” That early 
focus gave Shabatura a head start on a 
career that, by the time she graduated 
from the University of Minnesota in 
2014, already included work with Dark 
& Stormy. 

From beat to beat, lighting sets a show’s 
tone and carries critical information about 
where it’s taking place. “Take, for example. 
Fool for Love,” says Shabatura. “There are 
a lot of emotional moments tied in with 
time of day. You start at sunset and you 
have that really heavy amber saturation, 
and it slowly gets cooler and cooler. At 
the emotional climax of the show, it’s 
this cool bright light.” 

The number of individual lights in a 
production can range from the teens to the 
hundreds. Lighting designers determine 
what lights will be hung, where they’ll 
go, and when they’ll be used. For them, 
the most intense period of a production’s 
work cycle is when the cast members 
take the stage for technical rehearsals, 
and everyone has a short window of time 
to get all aspects of the show running 
smoothly. 

“That’s the crucible where you actually 
set the lighting cues,” Shabatura explains 
about the culmination of a production

team’s long planning process. “That’s 
when your schedule goes from five or 10 
hours a week on a project to, like, 60.” 

Shabatura’s now cariying a thick binder 
of notes for In the Heights. She’s assistant 
lighting designer for that show, helping 
with tasks like creating and executing 
the complex sequence of spotlight cues. 
“During performances at the Ordway, 
I’ll call follow spots. ‘Standby spot one 
to pick up Usnavi at 50 percent [inten¬ 
sity] in a three-count [fade-up time] on 
his entrance from stage right one [wing 
location], frame one [color], in a half 
body shot [size of the light onstage]... 
spot one, go!”’ 

After all that work, audience members 
walk happily out of a show enthusing 
about the performers or maybe the set, 
but rarely with the names of the light¬ 
ing designers on their lips. Shabatura’s 
okay with that. 

“Lighting is this fun thing,” she says 
without irony, “where if you do your 
job right, generally nobody notices. You 
hide when you need to, and then you can 
show your hand at the right moment.” 03
